York a.nd turns over 20 per cent of 
the sale to the state.

To use a common, often-heard ex- 


pression, "bread is the staff of life." 
To make a loaf of bread which is 
sweet, well-risen, well-baked apd of 
good flavor is a great accomplishment 
and gives one a most satisfied feeling. 


We hear much about the desirabili- 


ty of every housewife's making her 
own bread. 
If she can supply her 


family with bread which is well-baked, 
and cannot buy good bread,, let her by 
all means make it. 


But the large 
bakeries can bake 


bread much more satisfactorily than 
the individual. 
The ingrediants are 


weighed, the mixing is done by ma- 
chinery, nnd the large ovens bake the 
loaves uniformly well. 


The housewife can relieve the mon- 


otony of plain raised bread by mak- 
ing biscuits, muffins, corn meal bread, 
pop-overs and t he-like. In these the 
raising is done quickly by the use of 
eggs, baking powder or soda com- 
bined with sour milk or buttermilk. 


I SING SOt B MILK 


Housewives who have a good deal 


of milk which becomes sour or who 
have buttermilk would like to use 
more in cooking but do not always 
have good results. 


The best way is to use soda enough 


to 
sweeten the milk, say one-half 


teaspoon of soda, to one cup of milk 
and then use baking powder in the 
same amount as it sweet milk were 
being used. 


Variety can be secured by adding 


to the plain yeast dough sugar, spice, 
butter, eggs, fruits or nuts and shap- 
ing into rolls or loaves. 


Some of the dough may be kept in 


the ice box, and usecl from day to 
day for several days, having hot plain 
or .sweet rolls often with little trouble. 


Or when shaping the loaves knead 


into the dough for one loaf some 
chopped nuts or raisins or both. This 
bread will be much appreciated es- 
pecially by the children. 


VSK MOKE YEAST 


It has been found by experienced 


bread-makers that it i.s better to shor- 
ten the lengths of time for fermen- 
tation 
by using more 
yeast, 
this 


causing a better result in the qual- 
ity of the bread. 


But when a housewife is careful 


and gives bread a good dra! of thought 
and attention, the result is good with 
a smaller quantity of yeast. 


The. old method of petting bread by 


night is sometimes not advisable as 
the temperature of 'he room is like- 
ly to change during the night.

largely the effect of certain invidious ex- 
ternal conditions, easily open to remedy. 


But it is not only humane considera- 


tions that promote the practice of sani- 
tary science—the public health problem- 
of a whole r-ommnnity may be identified 
with the pernicious effects of a single in- 
dustrial process. Water supply from a 
tile pipe line improperly related to a sew- 
er caused eight hundred eighty-two cas- 
es of lyphoid fever in three months in tho 
Salem. Ohio, 
epidemic-. 
The irritable 


skin infections peculiar to printers arc 
remedied by suitable cleansing 
of 
the 


hands. 
Tuberculosis is kept from speci- 


fic occupations by comparatively simple 
sanitary measures for dust removal and 
adequate air supply, sanitary prevention 
in every case being mu<-h cheaper than 
medical cure. 


Adequate sanitation requires the ser- 


vice of experts, but it also requires an in- 
telligent public. 
Engineering 
projects 


must always give thought to the needs of 
the tomorrow. 
Communities are ev^ry- 


when> out-growing their water supplies or 
their drainage systems. 
Schools 
and 


homes are built or remodeled on lines that 
violate all tenets of sanitary science and— 
in one state at least—excellent ventilat- 
ing systems are required by law but arc 
not required to be used after they are in- 
stalled. 


Different sections of the 
community 


differ as much in their sanitary cod^ as 
individuals do in their sanitary practices. 
Health Week may well serve as a. get- 
together week when experts and a suffer- 
ing public can confer on their mutual 
problems and can face a mutual responsi- 
bility for all unfavorable sanitary con- 
ditions.

IIOISEHOM) TINKERING FOB BRONCHITIS 
As 1 have already said, most of the cases of "cold 


settled on the chest," are not at all what they seem, 
not on or in the chest at all, but rather trouble in 
the upper respiratory tract somewhere, say in the 
windpipe or the larynx (voice box) or the region of 
the adenoid body. The cough causes more or loss 
soreness felt deeply in the chest (muscle lameness) 
and the victim jumps to the conclusion that the 
trouble is deeply seated. 
In young children, who 


react to simple coryza or an acute adenoiditijs with 
considerable foverishness and general upset, it is a 
common thing for parents or perhaps too practical 
nurses to assume that tho trouble is bronchitis. 


Whether it be real or imaginary bronchitis, there 


are oert.iirt household measures which will do no 
harm and may do much good if properly and promt- 
ly applied. 
I hate to use the misleading and in- 


accurate torm. but these remedial household meas 
uros are intended for any aouto illness which may 
be dubbed "cold on tiie chest." 
One of the good 


purposes server! by popular first aid and home rem- 
edies is to k^ep the innocent bystanders so busy 
that they may not do too much harm before the 
doctor arrives. On that principle, any comparatively 
harmless treatment 1 may suzgesrhere should help 
to protect the victim of the alleged "cold" from 
being plied with allcsed "cold cures" or "cough 
rure.? " 


The home treatment I would recommend, if medi- 


cal care is not to bo had. embraces the following: 


1. A hot mustard foot bath administered to the 


patient in b»d. never sitting up. 


2. A homemade mustard paste, two hand size, 


applied to the oho.pt. watehod and removed as soon 
as the skin underneath reddens distinctly.

Rome—Signer Schanzer has official- 


ly notified the Greek Minister in Rome 
that, in view of the forthcoming Peace 
Conference, Italy considers the agree- 
ment signed 
M. Venizelos 


b> Signer Tittoni and 
relative to the cession 


of the Dodecanese Islands to Greece 
as invalid. 


Although the statement only con- 


firms what was already known, it is 
significant that Italy has 
officially 


asserted her right to these islands at 
a moment when suggestions were be- 
ing made in certain quarters that the 
Greeks might be compensated for the 
evacuation of Thrace by the cession 
of the Dodecanese.

right to succeed themselves

fice at the end of their 2-year terms.

Upon receiving his ballot, 


the voter must retire alone to the booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, 
but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. 


If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. Five minutes' time 


is allowed in booth to mark ballot.
